WASHINGTON (UPI)— Presi­ 
dent Kennedy and his top cabinet 
officers conducted a two-hour for­ 
eign affairs briefing today for Re­ 
publican and Democratic leaders 
of the returning Congress. 


GOP leaders who attended the 
session said the discussion w a s 
broad in scope. They said the 
President made no specific re­ 
quests for bipartisan support. 


However, Kennedy did outline 
the need for such 1962 programs as 
the overhaul of the Reciprocal 
Trade Agreements Act, which is 
expected to be one of the main 
issues after Congress reconvenes 
Wednesday.

There they heard a series of de­ 
tailed presentations by Secretary 
of State Dean Rusk, Defense Sec­

HARMELEN, Holland (UPI)— 
One of the first men at the scene 
of today's train crash described 
the scene as “pure chaos.”
